One machine shovel today can exca- 
vate as much dirt on a city street as 


it required 200 unskilled laborers to. 


shovel 30 years ago. ' 

'Ten years ago an. automatic mra- 
chine for the making of electric light 
bulbs was invented which produced 
73,000 in 24 hours—formerly one man 
could make 75 in a day. Recent im-

URGES LOCAL WAR TO RID 
CANADA OF INSECT PESTS 


An appeal to residents of Wetaski- 
win to take up the cudgels of war 
against flies, mosquitoes and other 
insect pests, is made hy Wade Mor- 
row, Canadian director of the Rex 
Research Foundation, of Toronto, 
Ont., in a message to The Times. 

The Rex Research Foundation is an 
international organization, devoted 
to war on harmful insects. Mr. Mor- 
row stated that, since the severe out- 
break in 1912, the public has been lax 
in keeping down these pests. 

Werm, moist weather in many sec- 
tions has aided a widespread increase 
of flies and mosquitoes. He urged 
that an extermination campaign be 
undertaken not alone for its immed- 
jate results but as a precaution 
egainst larvae deposits that will re- 
sult in hordes of insects infesting this 
locality next year, 


“Best authorities agree that there - 
are about 60 species of mosquitoes in 
Caneda which feed on the blood of ~° 
human beings,” said Mr. Morrow. 
“Although a majority of them are 
most annoying in the woodlands, they 
often cause people considerable troub- 
le indoors. In autumn -they are gen- 
erally found in cellars and base- 
ments. Moet, 

“Too many of us are inclined to- 
think.;of flies tn ‘terms :of personal 
discomort' and annoyance. There 
are no other insects that spread so- 
much disease — they are known to 
carry germ of 30 different ailments, . 
many of which ‘are very often fatal..

One fly can 
carry: as many as 6,000,000 germs on 
its body trum its common breeding - 
place in the most filthy places,

In making the following statement 
concerning our part in the strange 
case of Arthur Wells, a certain allow- 
ance must be made for our- ignorance 
of so-called psychic phenomena, and 
also for the fact that since that time, 
just before the war, great advances 
have been made in scientific methods 
of investigation. For instance, we did, 
not place Miss Jeremy’s chair on a; 
‘scale, to measure her for any loss af. 
‘weight. Also the theory of rods of in- 
‘visible jmatter emanating from ihe: 
medium’s body, to move bodies, at a 
‘distance from her, had only  been_ 
evolved; and none of the methods for. 
calculation of leverages and _ strains— 
had been formulated, so far as I. 
know. 

To be frank, I am quite convinced 
that, even had we known of these so- 
called explanations, which in reality. 
explain nothing, w would have 
ignored them as we became involved | 
in the dramatic movement of the rev- 
elations and the personal experiences 
which grew out of them. I confess 
that following the night after the first 
seance any observations of mine 
would have been of no scientific value 
whatever, and I believe I can speak 
for the others also. 

Of the medium herself I can only 
say that we have never questioned 
her integrity. The physical phenom- 
‘ena occurred ‘hefore she went into 
trance, and during that time her fore- 
arms were rigid. During the decp 
trance, with which this unusual rec- 
ord deals, she spoke in her own voice, 
‘but in a querulous tone, and Sperry’s 
examination of her pulse showed that 
it went from eighty normal to a hun- 
‘dred and twenty and very feeble. 

With this preface I come to the 
death of Arthur Wells, our acquaint- 
ance and neighbor and the investiga- 
tion into that death by a group of six 
earnest Leople who call themselves 
the Neighborhood Club. 

The Neighborhood Club was organ- 
ized in my house. It was too small 
really to be called a club, but women 
have a way these days of conferring 
a titular dignity on their activities, 
and it is not so bad, after all.

SELL HIGHER 


According to a statement issued by 
of | Statistics, 
the world wheat production in 1931, 
exclusive of Russia and China, is es- 
timated do be 225,000,000 bushels 
less than in 1930. Statements on the 
Russian output agree that the pro- 
duction this year will be considerably 
below that of 1920, because of un- 
favorable weather during the seeding 
season anda midsummer drouth. 
Conditions in china indicate a mark- 
ed falling off in yield. Earlier Eur- 
opean estimates of a big crop in the 
Danubian states have been discount- 
ed by later summaries. The India 
crop is much lighter than that of a 
year ago and the same applies to 
Australia and Argentina.

SELECTING SCREENS-—-HOW 
AND WHEN TO USE THEM 


After a successful, normal harvest 
it is much’ easier to prepare samples 
for a fall or winter fair than to carry 
the seeds over and win with them at 
‘a show the following summer. The 
general reason for this is because the 
prevailing atmospheric condition on 
the farm, as well as in the show room 
at this time of the year, is more 
humid and cool; and if artificial ef- 
forts 2ré not made use of to reduce 
the moisture content, the sample will 
not become sufficiently hard, or 
properly set, until nature performs 
the task naturally herself, when the 
warm and dry weather of spring sets 
in. 

After nrmture has balanced up the 
moisture content of a sample to con- 
form to the dry condition and warmth 
of the summer and the show room, 
it is a very common occurrence for 
an outstanding exhibit jat a winter 
show to fall down badly at a summer 
exhibition; consequently, when  fin- 
ishing off a World’s Grain Show sem- 
ple to fit Regina’s atmospheric con- 
ditions, too much emphasis cannot be 
placed on perfect maturity and the 
axiomatic, true hardness which fol-!

time the work on an exhibit, one 
must allow for at least a one per 
cent loss in moisture content while 
the sample is being finally manipu- 
lated and finished. 

One may safely consider the kernel 
amply shrunk, and the skin suffi- 
ciently hard, to manipulate and fin- 
ish when the moisture content has 
been reduced to about 14 per cent. It 
takes considerable leverage with a 
sharp knife to divide ia kernel of 
wheat with a real snap at this stage. 
Oat tails ‘end tharley awns become 
quite brittle and rub off very easily. 
Dry peas and beans sound like mar- 
bles when rolled together, and any 
seeds should form a powder 
when hit with a hammer. 


Seeds with hulls seem to dry more 
slowly. The writer sometimes finds 
it advantageous to further reduce the 
volume in the sacks and keep them 
hung up during the last few days of 
completing the reversing and drying 
process as described in the last ar- 
ticle. 

The way is now paved for the sec- 
ond step when screens, etc., may be 
used to the best advantage. Choose 
zine screens when possible because 
zinc is far more accurate and uni- 
form than the wire mesh.

may be different. Yes, even the tem- 
perature of the air at the different 
times of the screening may not have 
been constant. 

Screen by hand whenever possible, 
and use only one screen at a time. 
It may tiake a little longer, but the 
results will be so much more nearly 
accurate.- Fhe individual touch can 
control the cleaning of screents at 
regular intervals. 

Screens are not overloaded when 
no more than 8 to 6 ounces are plac- 
ed on a square foot of screen surface 
mt one time, and the seeds can be 
thoroughly divided before a shift is 
made. 

The possibility of human error and 
mechanical mixing is much less. 

With the exception of exposing 
to direct sunlight, one need have no 
fear of damaging the color of any 
seed by the use of different lights 
while working on them. 

If working a prize sample in a 
room where there is a danger of the 
temperature being above 70 degrees 
F., sprinkle the floor with water at 
regular intervals or keep the furnace 
well watered and the kettle boiling. 


Never expose seeds in thinly spread 
out quantities for any more than a 
few minutes at a time. It is best to 
keep them in bulk as much as possi- 
ble at this time. 


Avoid handling seeds with the fing- 
ers when possible. The human skin 
is always damp with perspiration, 
and contact with the seeds will de- 
velop shady spots. 


Screens are easily damaged. Hand- 
le them with care, keep them in good 
repair, and dependable, uniform work 
may be assured. Plan a systematic 
method of screening in the following 
order: first, scalp and take off the 
large, rough and clumsy oversized 
kernels; second, as plumpness is usu- 
ally controlled by thickness, use a 
slotted screen for plumpness; third, 
as the width of the seed usually con- 
trols the apparent size, use round or 
square screens for this; and, a fourth 
screening may sometimes be used 
on types of seed which have an ex- 
treme variation in length, such as 
some vnrieties of wheat, rye, oats, 
beans, etc. Here a repeated sliding, 
or rotating motion, over ja smooth, 
round, oversized zinc screen, with a 
little dexterity and practice, gives 
surprising results. 


When a sample of seed has been 
reduced to about twice the volume 
of the quantity required by the show 
prize list, it is a good practice to 
“slick up’ the seed, before each fur- 
ther and different screening process 
is carried out, by dividing the sample 
into no léss than four parts. Place 
one part at a time in*a cream can, or 
a treddle barrel churn, or a common 
grain sack, shake it up for not more 
than a minute or two. Finish by pas- 
sing through a dry ‘breeze outside, or 
over a large sized, fine mesh, hand 
screen inside, for the purpose of re- 
moving} the fie ‘particles of Geed) 
coating, etc. This operation tends to 
“liven up’ ’and help uniform the work 
performed. A “pounds per bushel 
scale” is a real asset at this time to 
keep check on your work. 

The following suggestions of size, 
shape, and methods of manipulation 
will help the prospective exhibitor to 
make the proper selection of screen- 
ing to conform to any kind of show 
seed. A winning sample of any var- 
iety or kind of wheat should pass 
through a 10/64, round perforation, 
and stay on top of a 13]128 long slot, 
and 17|128, round hole. 

A good sample of white or yellow 
oats (not early) should pass through 
a 13|128, long slotted perforation, 
and stay on top of a 1|12 long zinc, 
or a 2x11, wire mesh. A round per- 
forated screen is of no value in sizing 
up oats; but a large, oversized, 
smooth zine, rouns hole screen, with 
perforations from 10/64 to 13| 4, will 
work wonders in “sliding” or “tilt- 
ing” out the secondary or “pin” oats

which are most objectionable’ in 
building up uniformity. Most of the 
long, ‘buky, “double” nats are remov- 
ed by a generous scalping with an 
oversized, long screen, and most of: 
the thigk hulled, light weight oats 
are blown away by the controlled! 
blast of air from any common fans| 
ning mill or by a steady wind out im 
the dry, opén sair. 

This is the best time to shorten up 
or “clip” the ends off the oats. BY | 
all means be patient and take time. 
about this most touch operation. Ex- 
treme care must be exercised so as 
not to overdo tlre job by exposing 
the kernel: covered by the hull, and 
detracting from the artistic effect. 
This exposure also lowers the vital- 
ity of the seed, and, believe it or not, | 
a short, mushroomed, leose end, open | 
and split sample of oats, will nee 
weigh as much to the bushel as will 
thé sample treated in a more kindly 
and less extreme manner.. The writ- 
ers’ method of treatment is to divide 
the oat sample into a few common 
flour sacks, shake them with an end 
to end motion for a few minutes at a 
time, with an hour or so between 
shakes in a drying atmosphere. Then 
give them a days’ rest, after which 
you may clean out the loose hull dust 
and repeat the process until you get 
the desired finish. At this time there 
is no danger of keeping the oat sam- 
ple too dry. 

Early oats are not inclined to ibe as 
thick or wide in proportion to length 
as are the common white oats. 

Six-rowed barley should pass | 
through a 10/64, round, hole screen, § 
he stay on top of a 9/64, round, and 

3|128, slotted screen. Hulless bar- | 
ay should comply with the same 
sizes. The awns are very stubborn 
and can stand much rougher hand- 
ling than oats. In addition they 
should be “layered” in a small tub or 
dish pan and “chopped” with such an 
article as the open end of a lard pail 
or a baking powder tin, so as to grad- 
ually help loosen and shorten’ these 
stubborn awns. But one must ever 
be careful not to split the hull,, or ex- 
pose too many kernels. A _ beautiful 
sample of six rowed barley can be 
finished off by sacrificing very little 
weight and still keep the kernel in- 
tact and the awns_ not too. short. 
Judges hardly ever overlook this ar- 
tistic care when placing the barley 
classes, 2 

Trebi barley is inclined to be a lit- 
tle longer in proportion to width than 
the six rowed and sometimes even 
awn, 

The two rowed varieties are larger, 
and smoother, and broader, in pro- 
portion to length, than the six rowed, 
therefore, they can stand a little larg- 
er screening. The awns jare much 
more easily removed. 

Barley, like oats, cannot be kept 
too dry at this time. 

The ryes, are so variegated in size 
and shape that the best advice is to 
choose the “happy medium” for your 
sample. You may thus secure kernels 
which will be smoother, more nearly 
straight and of greater uniformity of 
length. Slotted screens are the best 
suited to uniform rye, and oversized, 
round holes to even up the length. 

Timothy should pass ‘through a 
20x20 square wire mesh, and stay on 
long, wire mesh, and the fewer seeds 
top of a 1125, round hole, and 6x24 
removed with the hulls the better. 

Flax seed should pass through 
7/64, round screen and stay on top of 
a 11/128 round hole, and stay on top 
of any small wire, long mesh screen 
that will let the most of the thin and 
dented kernels pass through. 


Small, yellow peas should pass 


through 33{128, round hole, and stay 
oon top of @ 15/64, long slotted hole. 

Large, yellow peas must be at least 
18|64 in diameter to meet the specifi- 
cations of the: World’s prize list de- 
finition of “large.” 

“Any other variety” peas may be 
any size and shape so long as’_ they 
are smooth and uniform. 

This “happy medium rule” plies 
to all preparation of exhibition seed. 
With no exception all good samples 
of show seed obey Nature’s rules of 
the “happy medium.” Nature ‘never 
goes to the extreme with jeny thing 
beautiful, and real beauty is only to 
be found in a seed exhibit when there 
is a balancing up of those quality pro- 
perties of economic value, so as to 
make the effort convincing and agree- 
able to the eye. 

Every seed exhibit reflects an indi- 
viduality in direct relation to the 
way ature and the exhibitor collabor- 
ate while moulding the sample _ to- 
gether, from the very time the soil is 
prepared for the mother seed right 
up and until the beautiful progeny is 
placed before the fuuges to await 
their decision.

TWELFTH FORTNIGHTLY 
CROP REPORT 


(Issued by the Dept. of Agriculture, 
Edmonton, Alberta, Oct. 3rd, 1931) 
Cutting of grain is ninety-five per 

cent completed throughout the prov- 

ince. A few late fields of green feed 
in the northern districts remain but 
this does not amount to more than 
about five per cent of the crop area. 

The amount of threshing done 
varies considerably. A period of from 
one to two weeks of dull, rainy weath- 
er caused threshing operations to 
cease over practically the whole pro- 
vince. The past week has been gen- 
erally dry and bright and threshing 
has been resumed. South of Calgary 
about ninety per cent of threshing is 
completed and this proportion grad- 
j ually decreases towards the north. In 
tite area east and north-east of Ed- 
monton threshing is only commenced 
and will not be general until next 
week. In the central part of the pro- 
vince about twenty per cent of wheat 
has been threshed and in the Peace 
River district about thirty-five per 
cent. 

Yields are satisfactory in all parts 
of the province with the exception of' 
the dry area. Grades have been ad- 
versely affected by prolonged wet 
weather, 2, condition whicch has been’ 
rapidly improving within the past 
few days. With present weather con- 
ditions it is hoped that a very large 
proportion of wheat jn the northern

hen faster than it can be done by 
hand and do a better job. By the

FEEDING PULLETS FOR 
WINTER EGG PRODUCTION 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

During the late fall and winter 
months as a general rule egg prices 
are very much higher than at any 
other time throughout the year. Every 
poultry raiser should realize, there- 
fore, that if he gets good egg pro- 
duction then it will pay him well. 
Fall and winter production is the 
keynote to greatest profits. As the 
great bulk of the adult birds will be 
resting and undergoing moulting pro- 
cess during the fall and winter 
months, the pullets are left practic- 
ally as the only source of fresh eggs 
at that time. Thus, the chief con- 
cern of the poultry-keeper should be 
to give the pullets the best possible 
attention in order that they may pro- 
duce to their maximum capacity.
